Into Already Swollen Rivers 


Northern Alberta’s worst floods 
the Pembina river valley 

as an early run-off of water 

commenced flowing rapidly 


Water from the mountains, in 
addition to that from heavy 
snowfalis in the foothills, is flow- 
ing strongly in creeks leading 
into the Pembina river and even 
at Mountain Park conditions are 
the most serious seen in years. 


A large amount of snow is still 
jcovering the ground in the foot- 
hills, keeping the level of the flood- 
ing Pembina river high for more! 
than one hundred miles 
SNOW MELTING 

The snow is disappearing rapidly! 
in the Mountain Park area, but fur-| 
ther in the mountains it is expected 
strong run-offs will be seen for 


more than four weeks 


“There is more snow in the 
mountains than we have seen for 
a long, long time,” a resident of 
Mountain Park said today. 

Warm weather and neavy 
rains would cause the snow to 
disappear even faster and force 
still heavier run-offs

RESIDENTS UNEASY

Streams running into the river 
in the foothills are pouring at full

The river rose less than an inch 
at Re ington and Manola during 
the night, but farmers had little 
hope of it receding immediately 


No more families have been 


evacuated since the week-end, 


but RCMP from Westlock are 
still patrolling the districts, tak- 
ing food supplies to farmers re- 
maining on their lands to care for 
livestock. 


With no let-up in sight, a number 
of farmers in both Manola and 
Rossington districts have given up| 
hope of seeding their lands this 
year. 

Meanwhile, the Sturgeon river 
just north of Namao is continuing 
to recede slowly. It has dropped |° 
about four inches since Monday, but 
more than 26 inches of water still 
cover the highway for about half 


mile 


Pupils who have been unable to 
reach the school at Namao for 
more than a week were taken to 
the Bon Accord school, about 10 
miles north, for the first time 
this morning

It costs 75.8 per cent more to operate 
and maintain a motor car on unpaved 
streets than it does on properly paved 


streets. 
The Alberta Motor Association 


plies the exact figures. For every $4.00 


spent for fuel and maintenance on 


streets it costs a motorist $7.08 to run the 


Same distance on poor streets. 


This bieaks down in the following 


way: 


For every dollar spent on gasoline 
to travel a certain distance on a paved 
street, it costs $1.20 to travel the same 
distance on a gravelled street and $1.47 


on a dirt surface. 


The wear and tear on tires and inner 
tubes is in similar proportion W here 
maintenance of these items costs $1.00 
over a certain distance on a paved street, 
it is $32.20 on a gravelled street and $2.90 


on a dirt street. 


For every dollar a car depreciates on 


a paved street it depreciates $1.10 
gvravelled street and $1.24 on a dirt 


Since Edmonton has only 75 miles of 
paved streets and 425 miles of unpaved 
streets, every motor car and every truck 
in the city is costing between 60 and 
per cent more to operate and maintain 


on 


than would be the case with adequate 


pavement. 

The point is that properly paved 
streets are more than a luxury, more than 
an essential of civilized living. They are 
an economy just as unpaved streets are 
an extravagance. 

In calculating the cost of paving, 
therefore, the actual expenditures on 
materials and labor do not give the com- 
plete picture. 

The real cost of paving is the actual 
expenditure on labor and materials minus 
the cost of unpaved streets to motor cars, 
to businesses, to household furniture, to 
elothing and to health. 

The question then, is not whether 
Edmonton ean afford paved streets but 
how long Edmonton citizens can bear the 
rank extravagance of unpaved streets 

No one expects any financial miracle 


in formulating a paving program But 
much more can be done than is being 
done If cement is not available, which 


is not altogether certain, expert engineer- 
ing information is that black paving can 
be made quite adequate. 

What Edmonton needs without delay 
is an outside engineering survey to show 
how these things can best and most 
economically be done.

It is banal to write about it. 
There are 50,000 editorials and 
letters to the editor yellowing in 
our files that have said it over 
anc over again. The plain fact is 
th ut almost every body thinks 
that some controlled sweepstakes 
would be a good idea 

rhere probably never was quite 
such a clear-cut issue if it were 


not for the occupational disease of 


politics—the galloping trembles 
about minority groups—we'd have 
some national sweepstakes to 
raise dough for many a hardup 
institution Nobody would get 
hurt Most of us would probably 
have a little bit of extra fun 

And, mah friends, I say that 
without fear of it making any 
difference whatever un this weary 
old issue 

You are entitled to ask at this 
point why I'm opposed to legal 
izing bookmakers, yet one of the 
mass of people in favor of govern- 
ment lotteries or sweepstakes A 
fair question 

The answer simply is that bet- 
ting on the horses is a sucker's 
game that leads to pyramid bets 
and the familiar, desperate wag- 
ering to recover losses. The ad- 
vantages of government revenue 
are more than offset by the wreck- 


ages in lives There's a ton of 


factual literature to prove the 
point 

But I doubt if there's ever 
been a bum made by a govern- 
ment sweepstake Very few peo- 
ple here who buy tickets on the

proof of that. One is to send food 
to Britain. The other is to assist 
the Crippled Children’s HospitaL 
Both these causes are real and ur-

Certainly lotteries or sweep- 


stakes shouldn't be the answer 
to such needs—and to so many 
hundreds of other appeals that 
fall short of their objective
